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ABSTRACT 

This report provides data regarding the supply of and 
the demand for teachers as well as the status of currently active 
teachers in Utah. Statistical data ssembled in this report have been 
divided into five color-coded sec .xons according to the 
classification of information. The first section, "Total Professional 
Personnel, M covers total number of professional personnel, ethnic and 
racial backgrounds, certification and training, professional 
experience, age and sex distribution, and teacher turnover. Section 
2, "Letters of Authorization," describes the authority given to 
districts to employ individuals without proper certification in 
emergency situations. The third section, "New Personnel," provides 
data on the total number of new personnel, major and minor 
assignments, training and professional experience, ana age and sex 
distribution. Section A, "Supply of Teachers," offers information 
from the six Utah teacher-preparation institutions including type of 
preparation completed by students, number of students completing 
preparation for standard teaching certificates, and the number of 
experienced teachers completing a new type of preparation. The final 
section presents demographic information on birth, population growth, 
and enrollment trends. A total of 77 tables and 11 charts present the 
information in detail. (LL) 
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FOREWORD 



This study is one of a long series of studies of the supply of teachers, the demand 
for teachers, and the status of currently active teachers. 

The state should look with pride at the accomplishments of Utah educators in spite 
of the adverse situations which have existed for so many years. 

Until 1942 Utah required only three years of college training for the licensing of 
3lementary teachers. In 1942 requirements were changed to four years of preparation 
for all teachers and the state has now adopted a permissive fifth year in order to prepare 
teachers adequately for their important work in a rapidly advancing world. 

This study is intended to bring these comparative data up-to-date annually. The 
information may then be used by high school and college counselors, by school 
administrators, and by all others interested in the schools.

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HIGHLIGHTS 



1. PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL: 



Number: The public schools for Utah reported for the school year 92-93, 22,253 
professional personnel: 10,603 elementary classroom teachers, 423 elementary principals, 
and 156 other elementary instructional personnel (includes: media, counselors, & etc.); 
1,837 middle school classroom teachers, 85 middle school principals and 94 other 
instructional personnel (includes: media, counselors, & etc.); 7,352 secondary classroom 
teachers, 334 secondary principals and 456 other instructional personnel (includes: 
media, counselors, &etc); 398 district wide instructional personnel, 415 supervisors and 
directors, 29 other district wide personnel (includes: specialists, social workers, 
psychologists, & etc.); 39 superintendents and 32 assistants superintendents and 
administrative assistants. 

Included in the above figures are 139 elementary interns, 21 middle school interns 
and 62 secondary interns. Interns are assigned a regular class or subject for a semester 
of the school year and are under the direction of a master teacher. Each intern in 
general receives a percentage of a beginning teacher's salary. 

The personnel are contracted to 40 school districts and are assigned to 40 
administrative offices, 441 elementary schools, 32 middle schools, 82 junior high schools, 
100 high schools, 44 special education schools and 17 alternative high schools and 
vocational schools. 

Fifty-one percent of the total professional personnel are employed in Davis and 
Salt Lake counties. The same counties enroll 51% of the total enrollment in public 
schools. 

Men and Women: Men represent 33.13% of all personnel while women represent 
66.87%. Elementary men classroom teachers are 6.5% of the total while elementary 
women classroom teachers are 41 .1% of the total. Middle men classroom teachers are 
3.4% of the total while middle women classroom teachers are 4.9% of the total. 
Secondary men clas^om teachers represent 17.2% of the total and secondary women 
classroom teachers are 15.8% of the total. Table 1. 

Age Distribution: The median age for all personnel is 43.6. The median age for 
all men is 43.7 and women 42.8. The median age for elementary men is 44.3 and 
women is 43.0. The median age for middle school men is 43.6 and women is 41.3. The 
secondary median age for men is 44.4 and women is 43.9. The median age for 
administrators is 48.5. For the men administrators the median age is 49.8 and for the 
women administrators 46.3. Tables 26-34.

Experience: Median years of experience for elementary classroom teachers is 
11 years, for middle school 10 and for secondary is 11 years. Tables 14, 16, 18. 



2. TRAINING: 



Training: Training is divided into eight divisions-from less than a bachelor's 
degree to a doctor's degree. Of the total personnel 1 .9% are interns with less than a 
bachelor's degree, 35.24% have a bachelor's degree, 32.24% have between 30-60 hours 
of college credit above a bachelor's degree, 29.15% have a master's degree or master's 
plus 45 hours. One and forty-four tenths percent have a doctor's degree. 

Training for elementary, middle and secondary classroom teachers show that 
58.99% of the elementary teachers have training beyond a bachelor's degree, 55.28% 
of the middle school teachers have training beyond a bachelor's degree and secondary 
teachers show 61.61% as having training beyond a bachelor's degree. Table 5, 7, 9. 



3. STAFF TURNOVER: 



Turnover for the state as a whole is computeo by subtracting the increased number 
of teachers from the total number of new professional personnel employed. Personnel 
leaving the public system in Utah includes those who accept assignments outside of the 
state or in private schools or higher institutions of learning within the state, retire, die, take 
maternity leave for one or more years, or who change occupations. The turnover rate for 
1991 was 14.48% and for 1992 was 1 1.54%. Table 36. 



4. LETTERS OF AUTHORIZATION: 



Definition: "Letters of Authorization" is a term used to describe the authority given 
to school districts to employ individuals without proper certification. These letters are 
issued to school districts upon proof of dire need and for one year only.

Number: The number of "Letters of Authorization" issued were 1,106 which is 
5.0% of the total professional personnel. This is 1 18 more "Letters of Authorization" than 
were issued at the same time in 1990. Proper credentials are held by 95.0% of the total 
professional personnel. Tables 37-38. 



5. NEW TEACHERS; 

Number: For the school year 1992-93, 2,035 new teachers were employed in the 
state. The total represents 740 elementary, 57 middle school, 935 secondary, and 63 
district wide personnel. Four hundred and fifty-one men and 1,344 women were 
employed. 

Training: Seventy-three percent of the total new teachers have a bachelor's 
degree. Fourteen percent have a master's degree and/or additional training. Table 46. 

Experience: Those with experience are distributed as follows: 
78.72% - 1.5 years; 13.31% •• 6-10 years; 4.52% - 11-15 years; 1.72% - 16-20 years; 
1.71% - 21 years and over. Table 51. 

Age Distribution: The median age for all new teachers to the state is 32.8 years. 
The men's median age is 33.3 years and the women's median age is 32.6 years. Table 
56. 



6. CANDIDATES RECOMMENDED FOR CERTIFICATION: 



Supply of Teachers: The supply of teachers is measured by the number of 
candidates who are graduated from the state's six teacher preparation institutions. 

The estimated number of candidates recommended for 1991-92 is 1,788-339 u 3n, 
1,449 women. There will be 72 recommended for early childhood education; 877 
recommended for elementary; 620 recommended for secondary and 219 for ungraded. 
Table 57. 

Number Graduating (1991-92) The 1991 -92 graduates from Utahteachertraining 
institutions recommended for certification in Education totaled 1,788. Forty-five percent 
(800) of the 1992 graduating class accepted teaching positions in Utah in the fall of 
1992. The 1991 percentage was 44%. Eleven percent accepted teaching positions 
outside the state. The balance entered into non-teaching functions. Fifty-eight percent 
of the graduates were from Utah, 37.8% from states outside of Utah and 2.4% from 
foreign countries. Tables 70, 77. 
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Brigham Young University trained the greatest number (772) and also the largest 
group accepting positions in Utah (295), Utah State University was second with 414 
trained and second with 705 that accepted teaching positions in Utah. Southern Utah 
University was third in the number trained (219) and third in number (128) that accepted 
positions to teach in Utah. Percentage wise, Westminster College had the highest 
percent of those trained accepting teaching positions in Utah (94.1%). Southern Utah 
University was second with (58.4%) and Utah State University was third with (49.5%).

7. MISCELLANEOUS:
